Consols continae to full, while the lnflax o
gold to the Bank and the britllant weather for
the crops ave unipterrupled, The market on
Haturduy opened without recovery from the
decling of she previous days, and a farither re-
duction of ope-guarter was ultimately esta-
blished. Bympathy with the jnactivity and
henviness of the Parle Bourse seems the only
apperent eanse of 1the movement, slthough the
sinte of prices ot Parls 18 partly owlog to the
antlcipalion of a new loan of £5000000 or
£10,000,000 sterllpg—an operation that' could
bave no material influence on thix side. Sup-

A few duys sgo the annonnecement of the
arrivial ol Brigham Young, Jr., the President of
the Mormon Churely, and salte, was announeed
in the dally papers. He arrived here in the
stepmship Beotln, from England, having ocon.

cluded n tour In Europe, It was soon ramored
thit the sulte cousisled of that gentleman's
train of wives—and the Bt Nicholas Hotel,
where they were stopplng, was the cynosure of
all the eyes that the uir promenaders of Brond-
way could bring to bear on i, The general
opinion of the “dear crealures” was wonder ay
to how the many Mesdames Young could bear
thelr pitiable exlstence, mingled with the belief
that the windows wera barred to prevent thelr
ercaping. But while this was the case with the
majority, the minority, which is sometimes in
the right, knew that no ladivs could be retnl ned
foreinly ina honse of the prominenos and ohar-
ncter of the Bt Nicholus. A jew of these, and
they were among the most distinguished o the
city, called at the holsl, and sent up thelr cards
to “the Indies of the sulte of Brigham Young,
Jr.""  Only one lady was at home, nund she had
Just come in from the pleasant occupation of
suopping, baving bad, and alas! jost a fine op-
portunity of maklong ner escape.

They did not wonder, they sald, that men liked
polygamy. ln fuct, most of them had Ilule
grave susplelons of the polygamle proctivivies
on Lbe part of the gentlemen ol their own
fumilles and households that, from 18 Ire-
quenoy, had come to be looked on asa matter
of course. Butdid she really belisve it possibie
for a woman 1o conlent herself, and be bappy,
with a third, fourth, nnh, sixth, or sixtieth
share of her busband’s afféctions, with the
pts;oapeul of probable decreass ln the size of the
share,

Mrs, Young, who Is a slight, gracefal, Indylike
matron of about thirty, sald, with an nocon-
sclous nafvele, thal she feared she might not be
impartial enough to sutisly the clalms of Justice
in the matler; that she was so thorouguly
wedded to her husbang—in common with his
other wives—that his faiths, nnd hopes, aod lo-
terests were hers. “Buy' sald she, et us g0
nod see the bubles and talk over it thiere.” Lead-
ing the way to her rooms, her guests followed,
and were all met at the door by “the bables'
two in number—one in the nurse’s arms, buat
suill able 1o wallk, the other two years and s half
old and very beauntiful, an embryo belle—in-
deed,adiminutive falry guoen—dressed in wnile
and rose colored lawn, with flesh-colored kid
slippera,  Burrounded by ber “Jewels,” this
Mormon Cornpella told of Lthe honor ¢onférred
on ber in belug chosen oneof the wives of &
sancutied man, In belng the mother of sons of
promise, deughters beautiful in the fsith and
possible mothers of futuresons of promise, She
gpokie of her husband’'s other wives s sistars
and co-helpers, and thelr ehildren she regarded
as much hers as _her own. BShe seemed the re-
production of a Jewlsh ldea—womanly, wifely,
maternal, having obildren for a purpose—to
people the city of God, It realized the char-
acter almost wholly nopknown among Amerl-
can women, of 4 wife as & helpmate, nnd sesmed
as herole pnd beautiful as 1t isunoasanl,

After a wille Mr. Young entered, and wad In-
troduced 1o Lhe ludles by his wils, notwith .
standing that he-might take & fanoy Lo one or
all of them, and induce them to share the
luxury of his household. The conversatlon
now bechme gonernl, Other gentlemen arrived,
with thelr reports of purchases in the flne gro-
very and dry goods line, together with deserlp-
tlons of the planes, carriages, and sewing
macbines they had purch to be shilpped to
thelr wives in Uianb,

A charmlog little tea was served up in one of
Lthe privute puriors; and as those healtny,
hendsome, weullby; honest-looking “saints'
pussed buttered tosst to thelr lndy guests and
tolked badinage, they thought It would not be
#i: bad, conaldering that entire husbands are so
very lLard to gel, o ke & sbare of some
woman's—or women's— husbands, especially

A VISIT IO BRIDGET DURGAN.

Her Demeanor in Prison—Appearance of
the Prisoner—ler Expeeted Confession
—~Mudh Remains Untold.

Yesterdny we visited the unfortunate Bridget
Durgan in her eell, in company with her lead-
ing counsel, Mr. Garned B. Adrain.  Petitions
for her pardon have beon extenmvely signed,
but the Court of Pardons has decided that thoe
law shall inke ita course. The fact was made
known t> her by her counsel, and the only
effect that ot had upon her has beon 10 make her
more nervous (han ususl, and tacivim m gon-
verention,

On our entering her cell she waa In couversa-
tion with some Indies who, through a feeling of
bumanity, bad called upon her, Sthe seemed to
be very glad to see her counsel, and warmly
shook hunde with him. 8he is certainly not tha
hideous.Jooking person that hai been repre-
gepted., Tiue it is, ber forehend 18 low, and the
eyelashes eo hang down that it 1s impossible to
form n correct idea of the expression of the
eyes, The brows are heavy even to a fault, and
the upper part o! the countenance indloites
wenkpess of charsoter, The lower part of her
face is anything bat d!mﬁn-cah!('. There is
almost a continuous placld smile about the
month, which in a great degree counteracts the
repulsivences of the upper part of the counte-
nonce, Sitting in her cell, and consldering, as
bas been proven on the trial, thore was a total
absepee ol all motive, one can hardly beliove
her to be the perpetrator of the horrible erime
of which ghe has been convicted,

Her conversalions are rational enough until
some leading fact In conneetion with the mur-
der comes up, when phe will break off suddenly
to some other subject, or remain entirely silent,
Up 1o yesterduy, she has made no confession ol
her gullt, On Thursday she expressed a wish
to Mr, Adrain that he would, on the tollowing
duy, senl 1o her the Rev, Mr, Rodgers, the
Homean Cathollc pastor of New Brunswick.
Father Roagers called vpon her on Friday at 11
o'clock, and remaived with her for nearly an
hour, Jt was the general impression n New
Brunswick yesterday that she had made a full
confession ot the matter; whether under the
#eal of confession or not was not determined,
Nothing has dropped [rom Father Rodgers ta
indicate that such bas taken pluce, Whatever
bas occurred between ber and Father Rodgers,
and belween her and Mr, Adrain, ls strietly
private, snd neither will communicate any (aets
at present which have come to their knowledge
In conversation with the unfortunate woman,

Previous to her trial it may be observed that
slie was visited in prison by Dr. Coriell, but
since her conviction, although she has expressed
o desire to see lam, he Las not come to see her,
Loung previous to her becoming an inmate of
Dr. Coriell's establishment he had frequently
attended her in the township of Plsoalaway for
thaose attacks ol epilepsy to which she was sub-
ject; and it was ar the Doctor's request that
she went to live at his house, as he could more
successinlly attend (o euring her diseise and the
general state of her health. Judgine by her
agzven.rsnw, she is a person easily1nfluenced and
led away by the advice nnd dwetation ol others.
Her present advisers think it would be prema-
ture on her port to make suy statement just
now, and chS%uPnii}' anything she may have
to say on the subject might only be propagating
slander, without having any lezal testimouny to
sustain it, and, therafore, it 135, that various
statements of Brideet Dorgan’s have been with-
held from the publie, and which we would not
be warranted in publishivg, She will, how-
ever, it is supposed, make o clean breast of the
entire matter when the proper time arrives, and
by her public confession of her participation in
the awful occurrence, in some d make
atonement for her crime. When that confession
is made, however, there will be some 1mportant
matter added to the record of Lhis cause celebre,

Implicates Another Woman and Brings
to Light Additional Particnlars of the
Muarder.

ments of the condemued wowman, whose de-
meanor ab the close of ber trisal underwent such
achange as justified the opinion that she wouald
become communlieative as goon as she realized
the terrors of her doom. When asked what
she has to say why sentence should not be
yronounced, she maintalued her usual stub-
orn reserve, but when she understood it
was the last opportunity offered, she dis-
closed the name of a certain individusl to
ber ocoupsel who held out nopes Lo  her
of nitimnte deliveranes. Thut name 1L was not
thought proper Lo give on her mere assertlon,
in view of the fact that sbo had belore fre-
guently previsicated. Blnee the execatlon of
{\‘l]‘.iums. however, her mind has undergonen
woial ehange, and as she beging o “look o'er
life's narrow ver:e'" on tbe fathomless abyss
that awalls her, the weakness of her nature
asseris iaelf, and she feels unable o bear the
greal burden of the drend secret which op-
presses her. She has made some diselosuros
Wwilhin Ltbhe past few days wivehd lmplicale at
lenst one certalu woman, and Lhis part of her
story has all the sppesranes of truth. The name
of this woman was furnished in confidence Lo
the Herald, the nuthorilles deeming 1L anwise
10 have it mnade publie untll the arrest of the
individual lmplicated, On the day aiter the
commission of the murder, this woman left
the loeality in & mysierious manner, and
the susplolons of Diatriet Atlorner Her-
bert belng aroused, ho seal delectives to
hunt her wup, It I8 kuown that she
was for some Lime In New York olty, Bridgt
Dorgan now alleges thal this woman ailded in
the ecommission of the murder, Bhe further
adds Lthat Mrs, Coriell wasd lying upon & louuge
with the right side of her face up when the first
blow wans struck, and she then retreated to a
back room, where s Lerrible stroggle ensued, In
which Mrs, Corlell succeeded in wrenching the
kunife from Her assaliants, and 1t was in dolog
#0 she recelved the cnts on her hand. An-
other knife was then procursed by the mur-
deress and the bloody work was accomplianed,
ufter which the weapon was thrown into the
fire, Hridget refuses t.o.l&vn any other names
in connection with the affalr; but it Is known
thnt the woman referred to received deep
soratches on her face on the nlght of the mur-
der, which will mulke her arrest a matier of loss
diflicalty,

It may be further stated that the Court of
Purdons were upanimous in affirmiog the sen-
tenee of the condemned woman; and the polat
that welghed most agalnst her was the reputn-
tion sbe galpned for herself In dellberately cones
cocking the ruin of Innocent persons, pnd at the
same lme doggedly refusing to disclose Lhe
names of the real accesscries, while boasting
she possesied n socrel sha would not divalge,

Under all the elronmstances, every statemont
will be recelved with cautlon unless supported
by some palpable evidence, Hitherto she has
not manplfested much conecarn regarding tha
futare; bher mind is 50 engrossed by some one
prevalling ldea that It requires an offurt she
cabnol command to divert 1L 1o suytbhing else.
